And Lean People Are or 
Get That Way 


HE cood natured fat man has 
always been a prolific source 

of banter and caricature. Lately. 
overweight has been given a 
more serious aspect.

PHYSICIAN also considers 
that any person who be- 
comes excessively heavy before 
the age of 35 will probably de- 
velop gall stones, and liver dis- 
ease. The fat man may be jovial 
and good-natured but he is real- 
Iv much hampered in his vigor 
and enjoyment of living and 
surely does not make the pleas- 
ant. appearance that he would 
if his weight were normal. We 
have always considered two types 
of overweight, the alimentary 
type which is the result of over- 
eating, and the endogenous type 
which seems to occur by storing 
wp fat. no matter what or how 
little is eaten. 
* * * 
E SHALL probably find that 
most cases are a result of 
the failure tosebalance the food 
intake against food needs, and 
that the so-called fat families 
inherit large appetites and not 
large abdomens. There is very 
little overweight among primi- 
tive people, but if occurs where 
food is abundant and sorial hab- 
its encourage frequent enter- 
taining and excessive eating. Un- 
doubtedly some people remain 
_thin. no matter what they eat, 
but there are two or three rea- 
sons for this; one is that they 
are generally more active than 
fat people and use up more food 
by their energy, and another 1s 
that their intestinal digestion 
and absorption of food is not 
good and much that they eat 
is lost. 
SUALLY the appetite and de- 
mands of the svstem are 
well balanced. and the result is 
normal weight. Dr. L. H. New- 
burgh and his associates at Ann 
Arbor have been interested in 
experiments on hospital patients 
that determine the amount of 
water balance in the system. 
They find that this has much to 
de with the varying and confus- 
ing results that have been ob- 
tained by numerous diets and 
exercises. Water comprises from 
75 to 90 per cent of the various 
tissues of the body. and is loose- 
ly confined in the tissues. It 
helps to conirol the tempera- 
ture of the bony and assists in 
tho transportation of food to the 
various parts of the system. 
Ae water functions in the 
*Bexcretion of waste and aids 
in the maintenance of constant 
“pressure and acid base balance 
Ot body fluids. Most of the fat 
recucing experiments have been 
for short periods and not much 
attention is paid to water Intake 
and outflow. Dr. Newburgh has 
made complete studies of the 
water balance in many human 
subjects. He has carefully ob- 
Served the intake and outgo of 
water from all sources us well as 
the water formed in the oxida- 
tion of food. 


* * ¥ 
HERE is also the water held 
in the tissues before starting 


the experiments, which is meta- 
bolized during the procedure. By 
means of this accurate knowl- 
edge cf the food and water con- 
tent and of the body weight be- 
fore and after the experiment 
he has been able to explain 
many of the discrepancies in 
equalizing the food intake and 
body weight that have alwacts 
heen hard to exvlnai:
